Lamont said in a statement,

His 3l-word statement was called 
forth, inquirers were told, by “many 
inquiries.” ' Commerce department of- 
ficials did not disclose any details of 
the survey or industries surveyed. 

May Be Reply to Foes. 

In some quarters the statement was 
seen aS a reply to the renewed attack 
by western independents on Hoover 
policies, as voiced by Senator Robert 
M. LaFollette, republican, Wisconsin, 
in Boston last night. In others it 
was seen as designed to counteract the 
speech of President William Green, of 
the Anmrerican Federation of Labor, 
this week, quoting an economist’s 
claim that income of workers, through 
wage cuts, part-time work and unem- 
ployment, was ten billion dollars less 
in 1930 than in 1929. 

Meanwhile the president’s emer- 
gency employment committee in its 
monthly survey of the situation found 
a spotty situation, with “genuine im- 
provement” in some areas, and “no 
change” in others, Massachusetts, for 
instance, registered a four per cent 
factory payroll increase in 30 days, 
whereas Rhode Island’s factory em- 
ployment fell off a fraction of a per 
cent. The middle Atlantic states as a 
group showed “little or no improve- 
ment.” Factory employment in New 
York jumped two per cent in March. 
But in New Jersey, the employes in 
SOO industrial establishments showed 
a drop of four-tenths of one per cent, 
with relief demands in Newark and 
vicinity believed to have reached a 
new maximum figure. 

24 States Included. 

Twenty-four states were included in 
the survey, taken through executives 
of state and local employment com- 
mittees. 

Two southern states, Kentucky and 
West Virginia, showed some improve- 
ment but with considerable unemploy- 
ment still. West Virginia’s unemploy- 
ed were estimated at 35,000—10,000 
less than the recent peak. 

Ohio employment offices reported 
there were seven applicants in April 
for each job, whereas there were nine 
in March. 

A slight uptrend was detected in 
| Michigan, where the number of per- 
sons employed by 440 firms increased 
in March by 2 1-2 per cent over Feb- 
ruary. 

“Wisconsin, on the other hand, see- 
ing no evidence that the cyclical up- 
trend has arrived, looks on its em- 
ployment increase as a merely sea- 
sonal phenomenon, reporting that 
man-hours and payrolls, rather than 
the number of employed, have increas- 
ed,” the committee reported. 

“The southwest shows a fairly con- 
stant amount of unemployment, some- 
what mitigated by a few public and 
private improvements.” In Arizona, 
it was said, “agencies dispensing re- 
lief from volunteer sources fear that 
their funds are inadequate for future 
demands. 2 

“Scattered improvement, with a con- 
tinuing heavy relief load and con- 
siderable unemployment, is reported 
from the Pacifie coast.”

TO CARLING FIRM 


City Seeks Judgment for 
Installments on City 
Hall Site. 


Legal fight over »the old city hall 
lease entered a new phase Friday 
when the city of Atlanta entered 


Fulton superior court with charges of 
fraud in the transfer of notes of the 
Carling Hotel Company, lessee of the 
site, and began a new effort to col- 
lect rent on the Forsyth and Marietta 
street corner. 

A receiver to take charge of notes 
received by the ODinkler Hotels 
Company in the sale of the Carling 
Hotel Company’s interest in the ho- 
tel of that name in Jacksonyille is 
asked by the city. 

The city seeks a judgment for in- 
stallments arising under the city hall 
lease contract from November 1, 1930, 
at the rate of $3,333.33 a month, and 
also for the full amount due on the 
contract, because, it alleges, the con- 
tract has been broken by the Carling 
Hotel Company. Payment of the judg- 
ment sought by the city could’ be 
made from proceeds of the notes, if 
the city wins its suit. Judge Virlyn 
B. Moore, of superior court, signed 
a temporary order to restrain the de- 
fendants, the Carling Hotel Company, 
Dinkler Hotels Company, Carling 
Dinkler, Henry C. Heinz and Jobn 
Loti, from transferring or changing 
the status of the notes, and set the 
petition for a hearing on July 4,

WASHINGTON, April 24.—@)— 
The cost of running the federal gov- 
ernment for the next fiscal year was 
estimated by President Hoover today 
at $4,119,230,649, a decrease of $315,- 
799,083 under the estimated cost for 
this year. 

The figure, arrived at by the chief 
executive after conferring. with cabi- 
net members, is an increase of $187,- 
000,000 over the budget submitted to 
congress when appropriations were 
made for the year ending June 30, 
1932, and wipes out the budget bu- 
ha estimate of a $30,000,000 sur- 
plus. 

In addition the budget bureau's es- 
timate of total revenue for the 1932 
fiscal year of $4,085,119,927 did not 
take into account the sharp falling off 
of income tax as shown in collections 
last month, 

The estimated cost of running the 
government for the present year end- 
ing next June 30 was estimated at 
$4,435,029,732. At the close of busi- 
ness on April 22 total governmental 
expenditures for the year were $3,- 
451,159,2 

On that day the government had 
collected from all sources $2,649,991,- 
409, leaving it with a deficit of $801,- 
167,797. 

The treasury already has estimated

LOS ANGELES, April 24.—()—

POLITICS VS. PROTECTION. 

Convincing facts and figures on 
police conditions in American 
cities, contained in a recent issue 
of the Annals of the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science of Philadelphia, shed new 
light on the lack of efficiency which 
has resulted from political control 
of police departments. 

Such political interference, it is 
shown, is now “largely confined to 
the smaller cities, towns and vil- 
lages.”” Admitting that the placing 
of the supervision and management 
of police forces in the hands of 
councilmanic committees has been 
successfully followed in England, 
the statement is made that ‘‘politi- 


cal traditions of the United States 
have prevented a corresponding suc- 
cess in this country.” 

In a pertinent comment on the 
failure which has marked the effort 
to secure proper policing with final 
authority vested in councilmanic 
committees, it is declared that such 
committees— 


Are prone to use their powers in 
such a way as to regulate the func- 
tioning of the police department in 
the greatest detail. Appointments, 
promotions, assignments and trans- 
fers, disciplinary action and the dis- 
position of individual cases are han- 
dled by them as a matter of course. 
In Camden, N. J., for instance, the 
ceuncilmanic committee followed such 
a policy in regard to all of the de- 
tails and ramifications of police man- 
agement. The police department was 
thereby placed under the control of a 
considerable number of masters and 
ceased to be a coherent public agency. 


Had this comment of the academy 
been based upon an investigation of 
conditions in Atlanta alone, it could 
not have better described the situ- 
ation here. 

Practically since it was first or- 
ganized the Atlanta police depart- 
ment has been hampered and ham- 
Strung by political interference 
which has retarded its development 
and made impossible the efficient 
The 
chief has no real authority and the 


protection of life and liberty.

Working for 
Peace. 

Two hundred former French poilus 
and an equal number of ex-musketeers 
of Marshal Hindenburg sat down to- 
gether in the city hall of Luxemburg 
the other day to talk over ways and 


|means to obliterate forever hatred 


and enmity between Europe’s two 
“hereditary foes,” France and Ger- 
many. 

Thirteen years ago these same men 
formed part of two opposing armies 
engaged in a titanie struggle of life 
and death in the plains of Champagne. 
Among the 400 there was at least one 
case of two former foemen who re- 
membered another meeting between the 
barbed wire hedges of No Man’s Land 
on the Chemin des Dames. 

The German veterans who attended 


the convention declared at the outset 
of the deliberations that they fully 
shared the opinion of their nationalist 
comrades on the origins of the war 
and the injustice of the peace treaty 
but that they nevertheless were willing 
to work in harmony with the allied 
veterans for the removal of remaining 
barriers between former combatants. 

Otto Trost, a sergeant in the Hes- 
sian infantry during the war, and 
Lucien Pitrou, who rose to the rank 
of under lieutenant in the Alpine 
Chasseurs, the famous Blue Devils, 
were the two men who recognized each 
other at the meeting from a previous 
encounter in a bloody attack launched 
by the Germans against French posi- 
tions along the Chemin des Dames. 

In a _ hand-to-hand encounter in 
which both men had dropped their 
weapons and were wrestling and pum- 
meling each other into insensibility un- 
til a high explosive shell falling near- 
by cut off their breath and stretched 
them both on the ground exhausted, 
the face of each opponent had en- 
graved itself indelibly upon their 
brain. When Trost walked into the 
council chamber at Luxemburg, Pitrou 
recognized him immediately. Instead 
of rushing over to each other and 
Shaking hands or continuing the in- 
terrupted scrap of 14 years ago, the 
former German soldier fell into a dead 
faint. 

After Trost was revived the ‘two 
men had a long talk. During the rest 
of the deliberations I saw them sit- 
ting together, their arms on each oth- 
er’s shoulders. 

Some of the delegates declared them- 
selves willing to assume any dignified 
course that would prevent wars in 
the future. Representatives of the 
Nie Wieder Krieg movement (No More 
War organization), who spoke on be- 
half of 400,000 German ex-warriors, 
asked the assembled delegates to join 
them in swearing a solemn oath where- 
by they should vow to refuse to bear 
arms under any circumstances, to 
work in munition factories, army 
clothing establishments or any other 
subsidiary of a national military, ma- 
chine. 

Several Belgian gelegates, represent- 
ing the Flemish section of their coun- 
try’s ex-soldier organizations, express- 
ed willingness to enter into a mutual 
pledge with the No More War dele- 
gates. 

Preparations for the international 
ex-combatant convention were begun 
in France and Germany a year ago. 
Upon the proposal of several French 
organizations to invite German ex- 
soldiers to an exchange of opinion the 
French Senator Henri de Jouvenel 
placed himself at the head of the move- 
ment and opened a discussion in his 
widely-read monthly magazine, La 
Revue des Vivants (The Revue of the 
Living). He collected some expressions 
of opinion that were violently opposed 
to round-table conferences with Ger- 
mans. Many Frenchmen declared out- 
right that it would be impossible for 
them to breathe the air of the same 
room with nationals of the former 
enemy nation. 

Pourparlers with German ex-soldier 
organizations elicited favorable re- 
plies in general, with the exception of 
that from the famous Stahl Helm 
(Steel Helmet) organization, which 
answered with a curt note saying that 
the only time its members would meet 
the French would be on the battle- 
field in a new struggle to settle the 
old score. 

“So long as Germany is burdened 
with the loathsome accusation of hav- 
ing started the war; so long as the 
scandalously unjust Versailles treaty 
remains in force; so long as our broth- 
ers remain under the yoke of France, 
Poland and Italy, there can be no 
other alternative for us but the 
sword,” they wrote. 

The Steel Helmet is mostly com- 
posed of Junkers and former officers. 
In Germany the democratic and repub- 
lican forces have to content a great 
deal with saber-rattling tactics, a rem- 
nant of kaiser days. 

One of the results of the interna- 
tional gathering of former enemies in 
Juuxemburg will be the possibility of 
German delegates being invited to one 
of the annual reunions of the British 
Legion. The English delegates at 
Luxemburg felt that nothing but good 
could follow from a frank discussion 
with Germany and the problems still 
affecting Europe.

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The news that George Fort Milton,

He was Vermont 
born, as was Seargent S. Prentiss 
and Calvin Coolidge. Douglas migrat- 
ed to Illinois, Prentiss to Mississippt, 
and Coolidge to Massachusettes—all 
of them to become famous in Amer- 
ican history, with Douglas aspiring to 
the presidency and Coolidge attain- 
ing to it.

Forging Up To Honors and Fame. 


When Douglas arrived in Winchester, 
in Illinois, he had 371-2 cents in his 
pocket at 20 years of age. He was 
born in 1813, but at 21 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar and thence steadily 
climbed from one. position in the 
courts to another, until he reached 
the supreme court of the state. In 
1842 he was elected to congress, re- 
elected to the house twice more in 
succession. Then he was chosen three 
times to the United States senate, 
but did not complete his third term, 
his death coming to him in 1861 after 
the breaking out of the Civil War. 

It was in 1858 that Abraham Lin- 
coln opposed him for the senatorship 
and then occurred over Illinois -the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates over slavery 
that form one of the most classic chap- 
ters of American political history.

The New York court of appeals 
has.recently sustained a cause of ac- 
tion which, if my view were accepted 
by the medical profession in general, 
would have been no cause of action. 
But it does seem as though the courts 
of this country are in a wicked con- 
spiracy to put me in the wrong. 

A Brooklyn attorney quotes the fol- 
lowing from Judge May’s decision in 
the case referred to: 

“ . e*e @ jury duly rendered a 
verdict of $2,500 in favor of the 
plaintiff, ‘The defendant in that 
case was the Jandlord and owner 
of a tenement house in one of 
the apartments of rhich the 
plaintiff resided with Wis family, 
ineluding deceased,‘ an infant of 
about the age of 3 months. The 
theory of the action was_that con- 
trary to the provisions of the 
plaintiff's lease and in violation 
of laws and ordinances, the de- 
fendant failed and neglected to 
provide sufficient heat in the 
month of January, 1920, to prop- 
erly heat plaintiffs apartment, 
but on the contrary permitted 
said apartment to and con- 
tinue practically throughout the 
said month in an unheated, cold, 
damp, unsafe and unhealthful 
condition; that solely by reason 
_of defendant’s failure in this re- 
spect and as a result thereof, the 
deceased was subjected to cold 
and exposure causing him to be- 
come sick, resulting in his death 
on or about February 27, 1920, 
and that his death was due solely 
to the wrongful acts, breach of 
duty and violation of law by the 
defendant for failing to provide 
heat as aforesaid. The judgment 
entered upon the verdict has been 
affirmed by the appellate division 
and the court of appeal...” 

The court places a cheap price on 
life—at $2,500.

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‘No Change in U. S. Policy 
On Soviet Is Indicated 


Speech by Stimson’s Aide 


Reveals Attitude of 
State Department on 
Recognition. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—(@)— 


Continuance of the United States pol- 
icy of nonrecognition of the soviet 
union was indicated tonight by Green 
H. Hackworth, solicitor of the state 
department, in an address before the 
American Society of International 
Law. " 

The pronouncement by Hackworth, 
one of the banking officials of the de- 
partment and its outstanding expert 
on international law, was the first 
formal statement of policy by a state 
departmen: official since that of 
Charles Evans oo while secretary 
of state in 192

It was in that year that the pres- 
ent chief justice of the United States 
outlined the policy of nonrecognition 
which since has been followed by his 
successors at the state department. 

Speaking on the general subject of 
the policy of the United States in 
recoguizing new governments during 
the past 25. years, Hackworth quoted 
verbatim from the Hughes statements 
regardivng recogntion of the soviet 
union in which the then secretary of 
state asserted “The American govern- 
ment . . . is not proposing to barter 
away its principles.” 

In touching on the question of soviet 
recognition Hackworth said: 

‘We have consistently refused to 
recognize the present regime in Russia 
because, among other things, of its 
failure to assume responsibility for its 
international obligations. . . . 

This government has considered 
that the present regime in Russia is 
deficient in its observance of the fun- 
damental conditions of international 
intercourse in three respects, namely: 

“Its failure to accord to the persons 
and property of foreigners within its 
jurisdiction that degree of respect and 
—— required by international 
law: 


“Its failure to respect the interna-| Hamburg liner after the government 


tional obligations of preceding govern- 
ments ; 

“Its failure to respect the right of 
other nations to develop their institu- 
tions and to conduct their internal af- 
fairs without interference or control 
by other states.” 

This pronouncement followed closely 
that of 1923, when the soviet appealed 
directly to the White House for recog- 
nition. 

Recalling Secretary Stimson’s recent 
recognition of several new governments 
in Latin America, Hackworth said 
that during the period since the World 
War the recognition policy had fol- 
lowed “the principles laid down by 
Jefferson.”

GOOD MORNING, EVERYBODY : 

I’ve scanned today’s programs for- 
ward and aft, and there doesn’t appear 
to be anything in them worth writing 
a column about. ‘There are the usual 
Saturday network offerings, but they 
are—well, usual, and nothing more. 
Little spots like Mary Charles and 
the Brusiloff orchestra, over CBS and 
WGST at 7:45; General Electric, 
over NBC at 8 o'clock, and Hank 
Simmons’ Show Boat at 9%, over 
WGST, all no doubt will be worth 
listening to, but otherwise demanding 
no especial notice. i 


CBS, 


That sounds rather gloomy, and 
maybe it will turn ouf that I'm 
wrong. And I'd much prefer that 
there were a dozen sparkling of- 
ferings, so it would facilitate the 
production of a good radio col- 
umn; but apparently the wind | 
just isn’t in the right direction 
for a good thousand words this 
morning, and there you are. 


BUT, like the federal gov ernment 
policy: “The mail must go through!’ 
the radio column likewise must drop 
down into this space with its alternate 
light and dark paragraphs, like a lit- 
tle tower built of a baby’s fancy 
blocks, until maybe it topples over be- 
cause it is top-heavy, or out of plumb, 
or something. 


And folks don’t like a column 
either top-heavy or out of plumb. 
Sometimes I receive a letter bear- 
ing an ominous warning: “Watch 
out. You got off to a pretty = 
start with your column. Don't 
let it slip!” Oddly enough, these 
comments usually result from an 
effort on my part to set forth 
what seem to be the day’s best 
programs. ... It would-seem that 
people would rather read about 
this and that than about what 
the day’s ether waves will bring 
into their living rooms. 

AND ANOTHER THING: It’s no 
easy matter to sit down at a sluggish 
typewriter and knock out a thousand 
words of scintillating commentary 
within a space of 20 or 300 minutes. 
Try it sometimes. (I'm not referring 
to the assiduous college professor who 
prepares notes on his given thesis, 
writes it out in long hand, corrects 
it; bevels it once or twice, ‘welds all 
the split infinitives and unniixes all 
the mixed metaphors, then blandly re- 
types the result.) 


No, indeed. _The radio i best - 
er’s routine as know : 
runs something Take this: 

gets to the office around 1:30 z 
the afternoon. Usually there is 
someone (or maybe two or three) 
waiting to remind him that he 
promised to take their picture or 
put a piece in the radio page, or 


to ask him to rattle off a 1,500- 
word bit of publicity over the ra- 
dio which they’ve "ve prepared. 


THEN THE “MAIL. Mail from 
north, south, east and west, contain- 
ing programs, blurbs, photegraphs, 
corrections on advance programs, and 


the like; maybe some personal epis-; 


tles—all of which must be openec 
scrutinized or scanned, the chaff and 
wheat separated and filed in index 
order for future use. After which 
the current information previously 
filed in index order is to be rewritten 
or used as basis of information. 


Now conies the local programs. 
They have to be revised, edited, 
checked and double-checked, mark- 
ed for the composing room, and 
later proofs read and corrected on 
them. If everything goes smooth- 
ly, then the radio editor (or re- 
porter) can make a start on his 
column. ... But things never go 
that way. About that time a lo- 
cal news story pops up, and the 
radio reporter, like the Fairy 
Prince who changed himself into 
a frog, must become an interview- 
er, a re-write man, a seeker of 
news photographs, a copy desk 
man, and write a reguiar piece 
for the paper. 


AND TELEPHONES ... always 
telephones. Just at the moment when 
the columnist gets a bright idea for a 
resumption of the column he’s started 
on, someone calls to ask the length 
of the Brooklyn bridge. Or who was 
secretary of the interior in Buchanan’s 
cabinet ... or for information about 
a contest some other paper is con- 
ducting at that particular time... 
And an ambitious young life insur- 
ance person who just wants to know 
one’s “reaction” to “a very special 
contract.” 


Then the city editor calling: 
“Have you got that Sunday story 
on 'Whoosis ready yet?” Lord, 
no! The notes are in the desk 
untouched. And it’s Friday. Sun- 
day copy should be getting to the 
compositors this afternoon. .. . 

_ And this column should have been 
up two hours ago! 

SIX-THIRTY COMES. At that 
time the radio editor automatically 
becomes news broadcaster. At 6:30 
he may take 15 or 20 minutes out for 
supper. Others may take an hour, 
but the radio man must hurry back. 
Ten thousand words of news in proofs 
to read, so that he’ll- know what to 
tell the microphone about at 10 o’clock. 
Every story in the first edition must 
be read; second and third editions 
have stories which must be kept track 
of, | 


By 7:45 the radio man must 
know the lay of the news for the 
10 o’clock broadcast. Then he be- 
notes on the type- 
ds in notes, or 
else he will forget what’s in the © 
paper. Try reading your paper 
sometimes and sitting down to jot 
down 3,000 words in less than two 
hours’ time . ... Then at the 
studio, four blocks away, by 10 
o'clock, and Smiling — Stapp 
always wondering why I don’t 


feel as spry as he! .... Then: 
“Good Evening. - Everybody!— _|

RAREST DISEASE 
PUZZLES SCIENCE 


CLEVELAND, April 24.—(#)— 
Suffering from distomiasis, a dreaded 
and rare disease of the orient, the 
Rev. Ralph Thurber lay in City hos- 
pital -here tonight, uncertain of his 
fate, but anticipating death within a 
month. 

Officials of the hospital said the 
diagnosis of Mr. Thurbers ailment 
was definite but that they and con- 
sulting physicians were puzzled by the 
case, 

His doctors said only five cases are 
on record in the United States. 

In a faint hope for obtaining a 
cure, Mr. Thurber today said he 
wanted to be taken to the Johns Hop- 
kins University at Baltimore, as a 
subject of experiment for the medical 
staff there. No arrangements for 
such a transfer had been completed 
tonight, however, and the Johns Hop- 
kins physicians said they advised him 
to seek advice from the tropical dis- 
ease departments of Harvard or Tu- 
lane Universities.

As a re- 
sult, the curculio was about a month 
late in appearing in orchards and 
due to the absence of that insect at 
petal fall the first spray was not ad- 
vised this year.
